W ashington, Dec. 4 (/P)— Sena­ 
to r N orris (Ind-Neb) pointed out 
one of the principal w orries of 
leading New Deal supporters In 
his appeal to President Roosevelt 
to defer any announcem ent of his 
plans for 1940. 
They aro afraid 
th a t the president’s w ithdraw al at 
any tim e In the near future would 
produce a ruinous 
row 
among 
them selves

nom ination.

ing some RoscvcIt followers to his 
support.

Liberalisni Questloneil 


One group w ithin the New Deal 
consistently has questioned the ex­ 
tent of his liberalism . 
This fac* 
tion has been disturbed by w hat 
it considers a sem i-dlctatorial at­ 
titude on his part as governor of 
Indiana. 
It dislikes his having 
sent troops into T erra H aute dur­ 
ing a labor difficulty there.

Washington, Dec. 4 (JP)— The 
supreme court today held the gov­ 
ernment’s right to prosecute Chi­ 
cago milk dealers under the anti­ 
trust laws and the power of two 
governmental 
agencies 
to 
take 
important actions in the field of 
labor relations. 
The labor board was found to 
have proceeded in accordance with 
the Wagner Act In ordering the 
Newport 
News 
Shipbuilding 
& 
Dry Dock company to withdraw 
recognition from an alleged “com­ 
pany union” despite 
a 
showing 
that the employes w£re satisfied 
with it and that no serious labor 
dispute had arisen. 
The Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission has power, the court said, 
to require trustees of the Chicago, 
Rock Island & Gulf railroad to 
make economic provisions for 49 
employes 
who 
would 
be 
dis­ 
charged and 
20 
who 
would he 
transferred in a proposed reor­ 
ganization. 
But another 
question 
of 
im­ 
portance 
to 
labor, 
which 
was 
raised in the Chicago milk case, 
was not decided. This was wheth­ 
er the Sherman Act applies to la­ 
bor unions and their activities. 
A 
vigorous controversy on this point 
has arisen between President Wil­ 
liam Green of the AFL and justice 
department officials as a result of 
the 
department’s 
anti-monopoly 
drive in the building industry. 
l*rlcc-Flxing Alleged 
Although counsel for some of 
the 
Chicago 
m i l k 
defendants 
raised the question in the appeal, 
the supreme court did not consid­ 
er it because it was not on this 
ground that the lower court had 
quashed 
anti-trust 
indictments 
against 5 7 corporations, organiza­ 
tions and individuals who were 
accused of conspiracy to fix prices 
and commit other Riegel acts. 
The decision, by Chief Justice 
Hughes, 
dealt 
only 
with 
the 
question whether the defendants 
were exempted 
from 
the 
1890 
anti-trust 
act 
by 
virtue of the 
agricultural marketing agreement 
act 
of 
193 7 
and 
the 
Capper- 
Volstead aot of 1922, which per­ 
mitted farmers 
to 
organize 
to 
market their crops. 
They claimed 
these laws gave the agriculture 
department control of crop mar­ 
keting. 
The supreme court said that if 
a marketing agreement had actu­ 
ally been in force between the 
milk dealers 
and 
producers and 
the secretary of agriculture from 
1935 to 1938, 
when 
the 
price- 
fixing conspiracy was alleged, this 
“ would of course be a defense to 
a prosecution under the Sherman 
Act to the extent that the proce- 
cution sought 
to 
penalize what 
was thus validly agreed upon or 
directed 
by 
the 
secretary” but 
that “ further than that the agri­ 
cultural act does not go.” 
There was no dissent from this 
opinion 
or 
from 
those dealing 
with labor. 
Labor Dispute Appealed 
Thurman Arnold, assistant at­ 
torney general, declared the deci­ 
sion enabled the justice depart­ 
ment “ to go ahead in prosecuting 
restraints of trade in agricultural 
products after having had its ac­ 
tivities virtually suspended for a 
number of months.” 
He said such cases "w’ould be 
prosecuted as

demand from congress to investi­ 
gate the milk situation in other 
cities.”

“ The difficulty with the posi­ 
tion,” said the decision by Justice 
Roberts, “ is that the provisions of 
the statute preclude such a dispo­ 
sition of the case. 
The law pro­ 
vides that an employe organiza­ 
tion shall be free from interfer­ 
ence or dominance by the employ­ 
er.”

It Has Happened Before 


O 
NE of the irravest situations tn huinftn 
hiitory confronlii the world in Europe 
today, and it is particularly serious 
for 
Britain and Prance. If they lose tho war, 
the map not only of Europe but of great 
■ectiong of the earth must bo remade. 


However, those who fear Allied defeat 
should read the history of tho Napoleonic 
wars. In the days of 
William 
Pitt 
tho 
Younger, Britain was without 
a 
single 
friend 
on 
the 
continent. Premier Pitt, 
seeking measures for the defense of the 
country, stood in Parliament and 
asked 
for a loan of 18 million pounds sterling:. 
Notwithstanding the fact that he told his 
hearers subscriptions to tho 
loan 
were 
bound to result in a loss, the amount was 
over-subscribed In a few hours. 


A mutiny developed In all tho English 
fleets, and there were arm y riots in the 
great Woolwich arsenal. Pitt hanged the 
leaders of the mutiny, and a 
little 
later 
the mutineers, turned loyal, fought and 
won the naval battle of Camperdown. In 
an endeavor to secure the help of contin­ 
ental nations, Britain loaned them 10 mil­ 
lion pounds, all to no avail. 
Pitt 
tried 
treating 
direct with tho French govern­ 
m ent at Paris, 
Just as Chamberlain did 
with Hitler a t Munich, and got nothing but 
abuse at home and abroad for It. Edmund 
Burke sounded the keynote of criticism at 
home when he taid in Parliam ent: *To be 
at peace with a robber is to be the robber's 
accomplice.” 


And yet P itt led tbe 
British 
nation, 
largely by means of naval victories, but 
loaded to the each with debt 
mountains» 
high, to the final accounting a t Waterloo 
and the jailing of Napoleon at St. Helena. 
He proved the staying power 
of 
Great 
Britain.— power which once again seems 
fated to be tested to the utmost. Notwith- 
•tsnding the seapower dispute whose de­ 
rision seemi to falter and hang 
in 
the 
balancc, he is a rash man Indeed who 
is 
certain that Adolph Schicklegruber 
can 
•mash Great Britain 
when 
the 
mighty 
Napoleon failed. K\*ery nation must have 
its day. but Britain still has 
plenty 
of 
staying power. As Winston Churchill says: 
*‘We are ready to endure w hat may befall. 
The shock may be sudden or the strain 
may be long-drawn, but who can doubt 
th at all will come out right if wo persev­ 
ere to the end?”

F all the countries which aro declared 
belligerents in

war

ada is better prepared, in comparison with 
1914 and the years of the I'imt

War, than any otliera whieli

belligerents then. It 1« true that Russia is 
eronomically stronser than it was a quar- 
if-r of a century ago, hut 
not 
France, 
not Germany, even with her newly annex- 
f»d lerritorieB, can show the fundamental 
iiaiuF which Canatla has shown. Her Btory 
for ihif^ iniorv(*ninp |»erioii 
between 
the 
two i»irupi:le8 reads like a chapter of the 
hifitorv 
of 
the economic strides of 
the 
I ’nited .‘States. 


To begin with Canada has 
made 
hing 
gains in populstion, a factor of the first 
importance For many years, up 
to 
the 
i>uil»reak of the World War, ('anada 
has 
bei»n loKing population ami had in 
1ÍU4 
only T,2IiO,OuO or not more for the entire 
\asl country than the City of New York 
has today, ('anada’»« population waH only 
two to the square mile.

This is sparse in«leed com­ 
pared with the I'nited States population of 
40 to the square mile 
and 
the

jferiod. 


Of imnifHíse ínipnitance in the pre.^ent 
war is that, w’hile in 11*14 Canada's chief 
value to the AHí<*k wap hei- ability to furn- 
ji»h raw nmteriaU, today she has invaluable 
indugtrial strength, th»' growth of factor­ 
ies and of mineral output in the 
last

vears having been ama^iiiK. 


However, no unrestricted boom is to be 
expected 
in Canada because the British 
Board of Trade, through a Control Hoard, 
hag fixed pricee lo be paid 
for 
Hupplien 
shipped abroad and at home in the Domin­ 
ion domestic profits will be held down hy 
action of the War i'rires and Trade Hoard. 
There will be no unbndied profiteering. 


New’ war levies have been made on in- 
eomeB and profitp. Purveyors of war eup- 
pliefc must turn over half of any profiiB 
in exeefcs of normal peae< time profits dur­ 
ing the four previoue yeart^. Variuue other 
taxes hav« been impot>ed. 


Canada’s manufaciuring poaiuon today 
ii vastly improved over 3fn4. 
Then

had 19,210 manufacturing establishments 
employing 51&,203 workers. 
Now 
there 
a r e 2G,500 
establishmentH 
emidoylng 
fcome 600,000, The last annual output fig­ 
ures on manufactured goods were 12,760,- 
iiOO.OOO, Tbe»o figures relate (o the Ritu- 
afion at the beginning 
of 
the 
present 
atrugfle. Af always in time of war, there 
w'ill be notable expansion in number 
of 
workers and value and volume of output 
because 
the 
eatablifhments in but few 
caaes have been producing to anything 
like capacity. 


The stake of United States citizens 
in 
Csotdiao prosperity is substantial, Amer­ 


icans have 
13,750,000,000 
invested 
in 
Canadian securities and properties. This 
Is about one-third of total American for­ 
eign investments. Moreover, 
trade 
with 
Canada has been running a t some 1700,- 
000.000 a year and probably will increase 
under the war 
stimulus. 
For 
e.xamplc. 
American newspapers have been 
buying 
large (luantities of Scandinavian woodpulp 
for newsprint as well as the newsprint it­ 
self! Because of the perils of ocean ship­ 
ping and the higher freights and insur­ 
ance rates, much of this trade is certain 
to be swung to Canada. 


On balance of payments Canada today 
would have a favorable position were It 
not for the fact that she has been making 
large cash payments abroad in buying up 
her own securities. While this has meant 
that, in recent years, she has been pay­ 
ing out more than sho has been receiving, 
it also now means that she has discharged 
indebtedness and strengthened her credit, 
already virile. 


130,000,000 Lawmakers 


S 
TATE legislators make the law’s? Offi­ 
cially, perhaps; but actually the over- 
w’^helmlng percentage of bills 
passed 
by 
state lawmaking bodies originate with out­ 
siders— lobbying groups and governmental 
agencies. 


The Council of State Governments used 
Ohio's 10:^9 legislative season to illustrate 
this contention. The state senate passed 97 
bills, and only 16 per cent of them came 
from members. I.obbies 
contributed 
39 
percent and governmental bodies 45 per 
cent. House members originated 25 per 
cent of their 121 bills with 37 per cent 
coming from lobbies, 35 per 
cent 
from 
agencies and 3 per cent elsewhere. 


Lobbies are by definition tools in 
the 
hands of specific interests. Even when the 
term is used to designate authorized rep­ 
resentatives of genuine groups of citizens 
banded together lo achieve a common pur­ 
pose, it is usually a group, and not a gen­ 
eral. objective that Is sought. Occasional 
lobbies n ay bo devoted unselfishly to tho 
public welfare, and in such cases they rep­ 
resent a vigilant interest of voters in what 
is done in the legislature. 


Such an Interest Is proper and neces­ 
sary. Today it is sometimes almost as im­ 
portant lo know who Is behind a piece of 
legislation as to read its terms. As long as 
such vigilance persists, democratic govern­ 
ment will continue 
to 
be 
energetically 
alive.

(Iron Mountain Nows) 


W hat the Governor will do about 
the 
new term on the liquor commission, to go 
to a Democrat, continues in doubt.

cans. But none has any assurance as 
to 
how he stands with (he Governor. If he Is

reappointed, 
upper

But in discussion of the appointment 
names of lower state Democrats 
appear,

There is keen Interest in the appoint­ 
ment, and much pressure is being exerted 
to determine who will get it.

That their interest is 
out of keeping with the importance of the 
patronage in the board's disposal

rite to suspicion, rather constant in

pay-off.

One of the most disturbing lendenciet» in 
the rn lte d States in recent years has been 
the growth of economic provincialism. Al­ 
though (he federal 
Constitution 
invests 
Congress with evcluslve power to regulate 
interstate 
commerce, 
state 
legislatures 
have succeeded in evading this provision 
by means of sanita/y regulations and 
in- 
Bpection laws and by other special devices. 
As a roault, commerce across state lines 
has in many localities become so difficult 
that we are in danger, in the phrase of 
Governor Stark of 
Missouri, 
of 
being 
“ Balkanized." 


The stales have awakened lo the dan ­ 
ger of this tendency and through the eon« 
ference of state governments have initiat­ 
ed studies to see what can be 
done 
to 
check it. The federal government has also 
exhibited its concern from time to 
time, 
and now Secretary of Commerce Hopkins 
has moved for the appointment of an in- 
tertlepartUH utal committee to 
co-operate 
with the fitates. Mr. Hopkins has also u n ­ 
dertaken to bring the question up before 
the Tem porary National Ecouoniic Commit- 
tc«, which has be»‘n investigating 
m ono­ 
polies and ¡)rice»s in a long succession 
of 
hearings. 


These moves are to be commended. The 
fight against “ Balkanization” is quite as 
much a concern of the federal as of the 
state govemnients. Federal discussions of 
this question ought to 
be 
particularly 
helpful in focusing the attention of the en­ 
tire country on the danger.

Washington— H ere’s a capsule survey of 
the Russo-Finnish w’ar and »where it’s go­ 
ing. It comes from a leading 
American 
observer of east European affairs: 


1. 
Tho Russian objective 
plainly 
is, 
first, to re-establish the Baltic supremacy 
of (he zcars; second, to dominate Sweden, 
economically, at least; third, 
to 
insure 
Leningrad against any 
surprise 
attacks 
from England or Germany. 


2. 
The Russians have chosen precisely 
the right moment to attack the Finns — 
a moment that should guarantee success 
in the shortest possible time. 


3. 
If tho Finns give in quickly, 
the 
nn.ssians might well be disposed to allow 
them to hold nominal Indépendance, sub­ 
ject to Russia military and economic dom­ 
ination. This Is the probable 
course 
of 
events. 


4. 
If the Finns hold out too long, the 
lluRsians would establish a protectorate at 
the end of the struggle, re-incorporating 
Finland Into Russian territory, 
much as 
Germany treated Czechoslovakia. 


5. 
The only immediate hope 
of 
the 
Finns is a successful counter 
attack 
on 
Leningrad from the air. If they could pos­ 
sibly hold out against the Russians un­ 
til January, tho Russian army might 
be 
caught In the muck of the usual January 
thaw. Either possibility in the opinion of a 
leading inilKary expert would be a m ir­ 
acle.

POINT ONE: Russia feels she must pro­ 
tect her vulnerable northern and western 
flanks against

Snowfall is not yet heavy enough

tains the Aaland Islands, the Hango naval 
districts, the Finnish Islands in the Gulf 
of Finland, Petsamo on (ho north, and a 
strip of territory some 25 milos wide

protect Leningrad from a surprise attack. 


POINT FIVE: Robbed

The Washington 
Merry«Go>*Round

Washington— Probably no single phase 
of the Roosevelt Administration has been 
under more fire than the Brain Trust, but 
it now develops that the Republicans slso 
sre having Brain T rust problems. For as 
the Republican Executive Committee con­ 
verged Oli Washington this week, it was 
the Program Committee, frequently called 
the GOP Brain Trust, which caused 
the 
Grand Old Party all sorts of secret head­ 
aches. 


In fact, the Program Committee, 
plus 
the question of holding the national con­ 
vention before or after 
the 
Democratic 
convention, were the two chief problems 
on the confidentisl Republicsn sgenda. 


The dilemma over the national conven­ 
tion date has been given more 
publicity 
than 
was 
welcome, 
by 
a 
well-known 
spokesman at W arm 
Springs. 
But 
the 
storm over the Program Committee so far 
has been kept under cover. Yet the prob­ 
lem goes to the roots of the Republican 
Party and Involves the vital issue of con­ 
servatism and progressivism. pliis practi­ 
cal old-fashioned politics. 


On the conservative side are the Hoover 
forces plus John Hamilton, chairman 
of 
the Republican National Committee. 
On 
the progressive side are Alf I.Andon, Col­ 
onel Frank Knox, and veteran Republican 
leaders in Congress. Their enmity parallels 
that between the Garner and 
Roosevelt 
wings of the Democratic Party. 


— RIRTH O F A CX)>I»UTTEE— 
Actually the Program Committee is thfe 
brain-child of H erbert 
Hoover, 
though 
probably he never 
dreamed 
his 
child 
would grow’ the way it did. It was he who 
first proposed that tho Republicans hold 
a mid-term convention 
to 
formulate 
e 
1938 Republican platform. 


This was prior (o (he mid-term congres 
sional elections of 19.‘i8, and (he propo.sa! 
brought immediate protests from the Lon­ 
don group, which pointed to the fallacy of 
erecdng a target for the 
Democrats 
(c 
shoot at. W hat the Republicans should do, 
they said, was to concentrate on bombard­ 
ing Democratle targets, and keep under 
cover themselves. 


After a hot debate the logic of the Lan- 
don group prevailed, and as a compromise 
Ihe Program Committee was evolved. At 
its helm was placed Glenn Frank, recent­ 
ly resigned president of tho University of 
Wisconsin, and as Its members were sel­ 
ected some of the brightest young men in 
the party. 


They went (o work in dead earnest, and 
at a secret meeting, March 1. 1938, Glenn 
Frank set August as the date for complet­ 
ing the committee's "Program ". 


— ROU.^'D ONE— 


However, two things happened. One wu5 
that (he majority of the committee— and 
it totaled 250 members— turned out 
(o 
be much more progressive than Mr. Hoo­ 
ver and those who were paying tho 
ex­ 
penses. And Iho program which they pro­ 
posed included 
social 
security, 
public 
health and various New’ Deal measures. 


In fact, quite a few members wanted to 
draw up a platform censoring 
Roosevelt 
for not going far enough. All this was a 
source of keen disappointment 
to 
their 
aponsors, if not of irritation and disgust. 


This came to a head at the meeting held 
in Chicago in August, 1938, when 
th«; 
young progreasives proposed their 
very 
liberal, quasi-New’ Deal platform. Herbert 
Hoover's representatives, in turn, propos­ 
ed a “declaration of principle'’ reaffirm ­ 
ing Republican support of the Con.^titution 
of the United States 
and 
the 
Supreme 
Court. 


Alexander Smith of New Jersey, 
whc 
was spokesman for Hoover, urged such 
a 
declaration of principle, and hinted that it 
would re-establish confidence among Re* 
publican leaders who were contributing lo 
the support of the committee, 
and 
con­ 
vince them that the committee 
was 
not 
“Communistic”. 


With tho Program Committee deadlock­ 
ed between the young progressives and the 
conservativea of iU Executive Committee, 
the powerful Landon forces also csm e in­ 
to plsy. 


The Landonites arpued that any pro­ 
gram, w’hether liberal 
or 
conservative, 
w'ould be disastrous just before the 1938 
elections. Almost every Republican ru n ­ 
ning for Congress bombarded headqusrters 
«'ith telegrams demanding that the 
Pro­ 
gram Committee do nothing. So, except (or 
an innocuous report apanking th s 
Demo- 
crsts, it followed this sdvice.

O 
NE of the gravest situations Tn human 
history confronts the world in Europe 
today, and it is particularly serious 
for 
Britain and France. If they lose the war, 
the map not only of Europe but of great 
lections of the earth must be remade. 
However, those who fear Allied defeat 
should read the history of the Napoleonic 
wars. In the days of 
William 
Pitt 
the 
Younger, Britain was w ithout 
a 
single 
friend 
on 
the 
continent. Prem ier Pitt, 
seeking measures for the defense of the 
country, stood in Parliament, and 
asked 
for a loan of IS million pounds sterling. 
Notwithstanding the fact that he told his 
hearers subscriptions to the 
loan 
were 
bound to result in a loss, the amount was 
over-subscribed in a few hours. 
A mutiny developed in all the English 
fleets, and there were arm y riots in the 
great Woolwich arsenal. Pitt banged the 
leaders of the mutiny, and a 
little 
later 
the mutineers, turned loyal, fought and 
won the naval battle of Camperdown. In 
sn endeavor to secure the help of contin­ 
ental nations. Britain loaned them IO mil­ 
lion pounds, all to no avail. 
P itt 
tried 
treating 
direct with the French govern­ 
ment at Taris, 
just as Chamberlain did 
with Hitler at Munich, and got nothing but 
abuse at home and abroad for it. Edmund 
Burke sounded the keynote of criticism at 
home when he said in Parliam ent: “ To be 
at peace with a robber is to be the robber's 
accomplice.” 
And yet P itt led the 
British 
nation, 
largely bv means of naval victories, but 
loaded to the each with debt 
mountains- 
bigh, to the final accounting at W aterloo 
and the jailing of Napoleon at St. Helena. 
He proved the staying power 
of 
Great 
Britain,— power which once again seems 
fated to be tested to the utmost. Notwith­ 
standing the seapower dispute whose de­ 
cision seems to falter and hang 
in 
the 
balance, he is a rash man indeed who 
is 
certain that Adolph Schicklegruber 
can 
amash Great Britain 
when 
the 
mighty 
Napoleon failed. Every nation must have 
its day, but Britain still has 
plenty 
of 
staying power. As Winston Churchill says:

House members originated 25 per 
cent of their 121 bills with 37 per cent

Lobbies are by definition tools in 
the 
hands of specific interests. Even when the 
term is used to designate authorized rep­ 
resentatives of genuine groups of citizens 
banded together to achieve a common pur­ 
pose, it is usually a group, and not a gen­ 
eral. objective that is sought. Occasional 
lobbies r ay be devoted unselfishly to the 
public welfare, and in such cases they rep­ 
resent a vigilant interest of voters in what 
is done in the legislature. 
Such an interest is proper and neces­ 
sary. Today it is sometimes almost as im­ 
portant to know who is behind a piece of 
legislation as to read its terms. As long as 
such vigilance persists, democratic govern­ 
ment will continue 
to

W ashington— Here's a capsule survey of 
tho Russo-Finnish war and where It’s go­ 
ing. It comes from a leading

of the zcars; second, to dominate Sweden, 
economically, at least; third,

Leningrad against any

The Russians have chosen precisely 
the right moment to attack the Finns — 
a moment that should guarantee success 
in the shortest possible time. 
3. 
If the Finns give in quickly, 
the 
Russians might well be disposed to allow 
them to hold nominal Independence, sub­ 
ject to Russia military and economic dom­ 
ination. This is the probable 
course

events. 
4. 
If the Finns hold out too long, the 
Russians would establish a protectorate at 
the end of the struggle, re-incorporating 
Finland into Russian territory, 
much as 
Germany treated Czechoslovakia. 
5. 
The only immediate hope 
of 
the 
Finns is a successful counter 
attack 
on 
Leningrad from the air. If they could pos­ 
sibly hold out against the Russians un­ 
til January, the Russian army might 
be 
caught in the muck of the usual January 
thaw. Either possibility in the opinion of a 
leading military expert would be a m ir­ 
acle.

One of the most disturbing tendencies in 
the United States in recent years has becu 
the growth of economic provincialism.

Federal discussions of 
this question ought to

than another it is the TNEC. Barriers

— RUSSIA’S REASONS— 
Taking these capsule points in 
order, 
heres the explanation: 
POINT ONE: Russia feels she must pro­ 
tect her vulnerable northern and western 
flanks against 
possible

attacks 
from Germany or England. She demands

The Washington 
Merry-Go-Round

W ashington— Probably no single phase 
of the Roosevelt Administration has been 
under more fire than the Brain Trust, but 
it now develops that the Republicans also 
are having Brain Trust problems. For as 
the Republican Executive Committee con­ 
verged on Washington this week, it was 
the Program Committee, frequently called 
the GOP Brain Trust, which caused 
the 
Grand Old Party all sorts of secret head­ 
aches. 
In fact, the Program Committee, 
plus 
the question of holding the national con­ 
vention before or after

convention, were the two chief problems 
on the confidential Republican agenda.

formulate

1938 Republican platform. 
This was prior to the mid-term congius 
sional elections of 1938, and the proposa 
brought immediate protests from the Lan­ 
den group, which pointed to the fallacy of 
erecting a target for the 
Democrats 
tc 
shoot at. W hat the Republicans should do, 
they said, was to concentrate on bombard­ 
ing Democratic targets, and keep under 
cover themselves. 
After a hot debate the logic of the Lan­ 
den group prevailed, and as a compromise 
the Program Committee was evolved. At 
its helm was placed Glenn Frank, recent­ 
ly resigned president of tho University of 
Wisconsin, and as its members were sel­ 
ected some of the brightest young men in 
the party. 
They went to work in dead earnest, and 
at a secret meeting, March I, 1938, Glenn 
Frank set August as the date for complet­ 
ing the committee’s “ Program ”. 
— HOUND ONE— 
However, two things happened. One was 
that the majority of the committee— and 
it totaled 250 members— turned out 
to 
be much more progressive than Mr. Hoo­ 
ver and those who were paying the 
ex­ 
penses. And the program which they pro­ 
posed included 
social 
security, 
public 
health and various New Deal measures. 
In fact, quite a few members wanted to 
draw up a platform censoring 
Roosevelt 
for not going far enough. All this was a 
source of keen disappointment 
to 
their 
sponsors, if not of irritation and disgust. 
This came to a head at the meeting held 
in Chicago in August, 1938, when 
the 
young progressives proposed their 
very 
liberal, quasi-New Deal platform. Herbert 
Hoover’s representatives, in turn, propos­ 
ed a “declaration of principle” reaffirm ­ 
ing Republican support of the Constitution 
of the United States 
and 
the 
Supreme 
Court. 
Alexander Smith of New Jersey, 
whc 
was spokesman for Hoover, urged such 
a 
declaration of principle, and hinted that it 
would re-establish confidence among Re­ 
publican leaders who were contributing to 
the support of the committee, 
and 
con­ 
vince them that the committee 
was 
not 
“Communistic”. 
With the Program Committee deadlock­ 
ed between the young progressives and the 
conservatives of it* Executive Committee, 
the powerful Bandon forces also came in­ 
to play. 
The Landonites argued th at any pro­ 
gram. whether liberal 
or 
conservative, 
would be disastrous just before the 1938 
elections. Almost every Republican ru n ­ 
ning for Congress bombarded headquarters 
with telegrams demanding that the 
Pro­ 
gram Committee do nothing. So, except for 
an innocuous report spanking the 
Demo­ 
crats, it followed this advice.

Round Two in the

later 
(July. 
1939), when John 
Hamilton 
suddenly 
summoned 
Glenn Frank to Washington 
and told him to be ready to 
aubmit 
his 
platform report to the Executive Commit­ 
tee at its meeting in W ashington on De­ 
cember 7. 
Dr. Frank was skeptical. He 
had 
his 
fingers burnt once. So he decided to in­ 
terview some of the “old hands” around 
the Capitol before he rouaed his commit­ 
tee to action again. The reaction he 
got 
waa unanimous. 
“ You tell Hamilton,” Capitol leaders ad­ 
vised Frank, “that you’ll make your re­ 
port to the national convention. 
That s 
where it belongs. We don’t want any plat­ 
form recommendations 
floating 
around 
for *ix or eight montha for the Democrats 
to shoot at. You go home and forget It.”

Railways Handle 
Increased Traffic 
Without Trouble 


Lansing. — Railroads of the 
United States this fall have han­ 
dled without congestion or serious 
car shortage the most precipitous 
increase in freight traffic on re­ 
cord, the Michigan Railroads as­ 
sociation announced this week. 


"With the cooperation of ship­ 
pers and receivers of freight in 
bringing about the prompt load­ 
ing and unloading of cars," the as­ 
sociation reports, "thei railroads 
have met this demand without dif­ 
ficulty and they will continue to 
meet any 
future 
demands 
for 
transportation In the same way. 


"In 
the week of October 21, 
loading of revenue freight totaled 
861.198 cars, the greatest number 
loaded In any one 
week 
since 
1930. 
Since the middle of July, 
there has been a constant climb in 
freight traffic which in . August 
averaged 672,290 car loads week­ 
ly. 
Compared with that average, 
the total for the week of October 
21 was an increase of 28 per cent, 
the greatest increase in loading on 
record In such a short period of 
time. 


"Early in the summer, 
it was 
estimated that on the basis of the 
then existing car supply, the rail­ 
roads could handle an Increase of 
26 per cent In traffic and if all the 
freight cars and locomotives 
in 
bad order were repaired, an in­ 
crease of 60 per cent could 
be 
moved without difficulty. 
Load­ 
ings for the week of October 
21 
were equivalent to an increase of 
46 per cent above the early sum­ 
mer level." 


"On September 19 the country’s 
railroads were requested to take 
immediate steps to place their mo­ 
tive power and cars in shape for 
uuy possible increase. Since that 
time the railroads have greatly in­ 
creased their repair forces 
and 
are actively restoring to service­ 
able condition freight cars 
and 
locomotives In nee dof repair but 
which have not been needed up to 
this time. On the basis of incom­ 
plete reports, it is estimated that 
approximately 60,000 cars and 
200 locomotives so far have been 
repaired 
under 
the 
program 
adopted on September 19. 


"At the same time new equip­ 
ment orders have been consider­ 
ably stimulated. New freight cars 
actually placed In service or 
on 
order are expected to total at least 
66,000 in 1939. 
Also, 
railroads 
this year are expected to place in 
service or have on order a total of 
approximately 800 new 
locomo­ 
tives. 


**With this new equipment, the 
repair of existing bad. order equip­ 
ment now Intensively under way, 
the great Increase 
In 
operating 
efficiency which had taken place 
In recent years and with coopera­ 
tion of shippers and receivers of 
freight, there is no question but 
that the railroads will be able to 
meet transportation demands re­ 
gardless of their extent.**

More extensive 
reforestation, 
resort development, fish and game 
planting, road building, zoning 
and efforts to attract new indus­ 
tries were listed yesterday by Dr. 
Wendell 
Lund of Washington, 
D. C., as chief requisites for mak­ 
ing the Upper Peninsula a better 
place In which to live. The form­ 
er Escanaba resident, who is head 
of the educational division of the 
Farm 
Security 
Administration, 
presented this program at the 
meeting of the Kiwanls club yes­ 
terday noon and the Lions club 
last evening. 


In 
his 
opening remarks. Dr. 
Lund told of the great impoverish­ 
ment 
of 
sections of the United 
States because of the destruction 
of soil through erosion and im­ 
proper agricultural practices. De­ 
pletion of the soil resources of the 
r.pper 
Peninsula 
has not been 
serious, 
he said, and the chief 
waste has been In the rapid cut 
ting off of our timber supply. 


"I am confident, however, that 
there are certain things that can 
be done to make the Upper Penin­ 
sula prosperous again," Dr. Lund 
said. "To begin with, we can re­ 
store our trees. A start has been 
made In that direction In our na­ 
tional and state forests. We have 
some of them in the upper penin­ 
sula. 
More of that sort of thing 
needa to be done and on a private 
as well as a public basis. 


"Among our most valuable as­ 
sets are our cool climate in the 
summer time, 
our hundreds of 
miles of lake shore, and our ad- 
vantageoua location in relation to 
centers of heavy population. 
In 
fact, our recreational possibilities 
are excelled by few states in the 
union. 
The more 1 see of other 
parta of the country, the more I 
am convinced of what we can do 
up here in the field of recreation. 


Location Advantiiffeouw 


**Our location gives ua tremen­ 
dous advantage In attracting rec­ 
reationists up here. 
We are Just 
a convenient distance from the 
collossal 
Chicago 
area with its 
three and a half millón people, 
Detroit 
with 
Its million and a 
half, Cleveland, Milwaukee, Tole­ 
do. Indianapolis, to name only a 
few largo cities that folks give 
their right arms to leave In the 
summer time. 


"We’re Just the right distance 
from them. 
Convenient but not 
too near. A day’s drive and city 
dwellers can leave behind Intoler­ 
able 
heat, 
smoke, crowds, for 
trees, water sports, fishing and 
air that's cool and fresh. 


*‘But we'll have to do several 
thlBfa If we’re really folng to win 
and bold more of thii business. 
We must restore our trees. Then 
we must restock our lakes and 


streams and replenish our supply 
of 
wild 
game. 
Also, wo must 
build more and better highways. 
We must cater to the comfort and 
convenience of our visitors. 
Wo 
must havo better and more reas­ 
onable hotel and tourist-home ac­ 
commodations, improved camping 
sites, more hunting and fishing 
accommodations. 


Growing Industry 


*‘It’s customary for some to be­ 
little the income that can come 
from recreation. They're so used 
to depending on heavy industries 
for our Income up here, industries 
that employ hundreds of men and 
turn out a vast tonnage of prod­ 
ucts, that It’s hard for them to 
think in different terms. But let’s 
not forget that the recreation in­ 
dustry is an enormous one that’s 
growing every day, and that only 
a very small part of it would give 
many people up here a good living 
the year round. 


*‘I have traveled over most of 
our country and have studied so­ 
cial 
and 
economic problems of 
many other areas. It’s my conclu­ 
sion that our problems up here 
are no more serious than those 
confronting many other sections 
of the country. But we’ll have to 
do what some of them are doing 
—think our problems through 
more than we’ve done In the past 
and lay out the sort of planned 
program that will conserve and 
rebuild what we have up here 
rather than continue to deplete It. 


"Another 
thing 
that can be 
done to rehabilitate the upper pe­ 
ninsula is to develop new Indus­ 
tries up here. There are two im­ 
portant factors that largely de­ 
termine the location of Industries 
In a community: first, economic 
advantages, aud, second, local ini­ 
tiative. 


InduNtrial AnsH a 


"The most significant economic 
advantages are favorable location 
with relation to essential raw ma­ 
terials, adequate labor supply, 
cheap and dependable power, and 
economical transportation to mar­ 
kets. 


"We should be able to attract 
more 
and 
more industries that 
process wood as our timber sup­ 
ply is restored. As for labor sup­ 
ply, I would say that we have as 
high as a class of labor for almost 
any type of industry as any sec­ 
tion of the country. 
Power rates 
are not out of lino with those In 
most other areas, and if additional 
power is needed, we have consid­ 
erable power resources that can 
still be developed. 
Few parts of 
the country can compare with the 
upper peninsula In water trans­ 
portation. The Great I^kes give 
us access to some of the largest 
population and distributing cen­ 


ters In the country. 
While our 
rail 
transportation 
Is good. It 
would help if freight rates could 
be reduced below their present 
level, 


"1 don’t mean to paint too rosy 
a picture of our economic advan­ 
tages 
up 
here because 1 know 
from 
observation 
and study In 
other parts of the country that 
there are other areas with Just as 
great, and even greater, natural 
advantages than we have up here. 
We may as well be realistic about 
this thing and recognize the as­ 
sets of areas that will compete 
with iis for Industries. Some of 
them have supplies of raw mater­ 
ials that we don’t have and aro 
closer to markets than we. 


“But I think our chance of com- 
petinK on even terms can be great­ 
ly enhanced if wo make a maxi­ 
mum use of what wo have up here 
and then put forth more initiative 
than they In attracting Industries. 
A vigorous and resourceful 
ap­ 
proach to securing and developing 
new Industries is often as essen­ 
tial as having basic economic ad 
vantages. 


New Industries 


"We 
know that present-day 
science is developing a number of 
industries based on new chemical 
processes. With some of these In­ 
dustries, location with relation to 
raw materials Is less important 
becauso they require a minimum 
of raw materials. 
They’re based 
on patented processes and 
their 
succoHs depends 
upon 
capable 
management and new methods of 
distribution or upon creating new 
markets. 
Some of them take the 
place of already well-established 
products. 
An example of the lat­ 
ter group Is Nylon, 
a coal 
tar 
product that will soon be used in 
hosiery manufacture to the prob­ 
able exclusion of silk and rayon. 


"I can’t stress too much the im­ 
portance of an energetic approach 
by local communities to this mat­ 
ter of securing 
now 
industries. 
For that in itself may often bo the 
difference between the success or 
failure of a community on the in­ 
dustrial front."

Railways Handle 
Increased Traffic 
Withouf Trouble 


Lansing. — Railroads 
of the 
United States this fall have han­ 
dled without congestion or serious 
car shortage the most precipitous 
increase in freight traffic on 
re­ 
cord, the Michigan Railroads as­ 
sociation announced this week. 
“ With the cooperation of ship­ 
pers and receivers of freight 
in 
bringing about the prompt 
load­ 
ing and unloading of cars,” the as­ 
sociation reports, 
“ the railroads 
have met this demand without dif­ 
ficulty and they will continue to 
meet any 
future 
demands 
for 
transportation in the same way. 
“ In 
the 
week of October 21, 
loading of revenue freight totaled 
861,198 cars, the greatest number 
loaded in any one 
week 
since 
1930. 
Since the middle of July, 
there has been a constant climb in 
freight traffic which in 
August 
averaged 672,290 car loads week­ 
ly. 
Compared with that average, 
the total for the week of October 
21 was an increase of 28 per cent, 
the greatest increase in loading on 
record in such a short period of 
time. 
“ Early in the summer, 
it was 
estimated that on the basis of the 
then existing car supply, the rail­ 
roads could handle an increase of 
25 per cent in traffic and if all the 
freight cars and locomotives 
in 
bad order were repaired, an in­ 
crease of 50 per cent could 
be 
moved without difficulty. 
Load­ 
ings for the week of October 
21 
were equivalent to an increase of 
45 per cent above the early sum­ 
mer level.” 
“ On September 19 the country’s 
railroads were requested to take 
immediate steps to place their mo­ 
tive power and cars in shape for 
any possible increase. Since that 
time the railroads have greatly in­ 
creased their repair forces 
and 
are actively restoring to service­ 
able condition freight cars 
and 
locomotives in nee dof repair but 
which have not been needed up to 
this time. On the basis of incom­ 
plete reports, it is estimated that 
approximately 
60,000 
cars and 
200 locomotives so far have been 
repaired 
under 
the 
program 
adopted on September 19. 
“ At the same time new equip­ 
ment orders have been consider­ 
ably stimulated. New freight cars 
actually placed in service or 
on 
order are expected to total at least 
65,000 in 1939. 
Also, 
railroads 
this year are expected to place in 
service or have on order a total of 
approximately 300 new 
locomo­ 
tives. 
“ With this new equipment, the 
repair of existing bad. order equip­ 
ment now intensively under way, 
the great increase 
in 
operating 
efficiency which had taken place 
in recent years and with coopera­ 
tion of shippers and receivers 
of 
freight, there is no question but 
that the railroads will be able to 
meet transportation demands re­ 
gardless of their extent.”

More 
extensive 
reforestation, 
resort development., fish and game 
planting, road building, zoning 
and efforts to attract new indus­ 
tries were listed yesterday by Dr. 
Wendell 
Lund 
of Washington, 
D, C., as chief requisites for mak­ 
ing the Upper Peninsula a better 
place in which to live. 
The form­ 
er Escanaba resident, who is head 
of the educational division of the 
Farm 
Security 
Administration, 
presented 
this 
program 
at the 
meeting of the Kiwanis club yes­ 
terday noon and the Lions club 
last evening. 
In 
his 
opening remarks, Dr. 
Lund told of the great impoverish­ 
ment 
of 
sections of the United 
States because of the destruction 
of soil through erosion and im­ 
proper agricultural practices. De­ 
pletion of the soil resources of the 
upper 
Peninsula 
has not been 
serious, 
he 
said, and the chief 
waste has been in the rapid cut­ 
ting off of our timber supply. 
“ I am confident, however, that 
there are certain things that can 
be done to make the Upper Penin­ 
sula prosperous again,” Dr. Lund 
said. “ To begin with, we can re­ 
store our trees. A start has been 
made in that direction in our na­ 
tional and state forests. We have 
some of them in the upper penin­ 
sula. 
More of that sort of thing 
needs to be done and on a private 
as well as a public basis. 
"Among our most valuable as­ 
sets are our cool climate in the 
summer 
time, 
our hundreds of 
miles of lake shore, and our ad­ 
vantageous location in relation to 
centers of heavy population. 
In 
fact, our recreational possibilities 
are excelled by few states in the 
union. 
The more I see of other 
parts of the country, the more I 
am convinced of what we can do 
up here in the field of recreation. 
Location Advantageous 
"Our location gives us tremen­ 
dous advantage in attracting rec­ 
reationists up here. 
We are just 
a convenient distance from the 
collossal 
Chicago 
area with its 
three and a half milion people, 
Detroit 
with 
its million and a 
half, Cleveland, Milwaukee, Tole­ 
do, Indianapolis, to name only a 
few large cities that folks give 
their right arms to leave in the 
summer time. 
"W e’re just the right distance 
from them. 
Convenient but not 
too near. 
A day’s drive and city 
dwellers can leave behind intoler­ 
able 
heat, 
smoke, crowds, for 
trees, water sports, fishing and 
air that’s cool and fresh. 
"B ut we’U have to do several 
things lf we’re really going to win 
and hold more of this business. 
We must restore our trees. Then 
we must restock our lakes and 


streams and replenish our supply 
of 
wild 
game. 
Also, we must 
build more and better highways. 
We must cater to the comfort and 
convenience of our visitors. 
We 
must have better and more reas­ 
onable hotel and tourist-home ac­ 
commodations, improved camping 
sites, more hunting and fishing 
accommodations. 
Growing Industry 
"It’s customary for some to be­ 
little the income that can come 
from recreation. 
They're so used 
to depending on heavy industries 
for our income up here, industries 
that employ hundreds of men and 
turn out a vast tonnage of prod­ 
ucts, that it’s hard for them to 
think in different terms. But let’s 
not forget that the recreation in­ 
dustry is an enormous one that’s 
growing every day, and that only 
a very small part of it would give 
many people up here a good living 
the year round. 
"I have traveled over most of 
our country and have studied so­ 
cial 
and 
economic problems of 
many other areas. It's my conclu­ 
sion that our problems up here 
are no more serious than those 
confronting many other sections 
of the country. 
But we’ll have to 
do what some of them are doing 
— think 
our problems through 
more than we’ve done in the past 
and lay out the sort of planned 
program that will conserve and 
rebuild what we have up here 
rather than continue to deplete It. 
"Another 
thing 
that can be 
done to rehabilitate the upper pe­ 
ninsula is to develop new indus­ 
tries up here. 
There are two im­ 
portant factors that largely de­ 
termine the location of industries 
in a community: first, economic 
advantages, and, second, local ini­ 
tiative. 
Industrial Assets 
"The most significant economic 
advantages are favorable location 
with relation to essential raw ma­ 
terials, 
adequate 
labor supply, 
cheap and dependable power, and 
economical transportation to mar­ 
kets. 
“ We should be able to attract 
more 
and 
more industries that 
process wood as our timber sup­ 
ply is restored. 
As for labor sup­ 
ply, I would say that we have as 
high as a class of labor for almost 
any type of industry as any sec­ 
tion of the country. 
Power rates 
are not out of line with those In 
most other areas, and if additional 
power is needed, we have consid­ 
erable power resources that can 
still be developed. 
Few parts of 
the country can compare with the 
upper peninsula in water trans­ 
portation. 
The Great Lakes give 
us access to some of the largest 
population and distributing cen­ 


ters in the country. 
While our 
rail 
transportation 
is good, it 
would help if freight rates could 
be reduced below their present 
level. 
“ I don’t mean to paint too rosy 
a picture of our economic advan­ 
tages 
up 
here because I know 
from 
observation 
and study in 
other parts of the country that 
there are other areas with just as 
great, and even greater, natural 
advantages than we have up here. 
We may as well be realistic about 
this thing and recognize the as­ 
sets of areas that will compete 
with us for industries. Some of 
them have supplies of raw mater­ 
ials that we don’t have and are 
closer to markets than we. 
“ But I think our chance of com­ 
peting on even terms can be great­ 
ly enhanced if wo make a maxi­ 
mum use of what we have up here 
and then put forth more initiative 
than they in attracting industries. 
A vigorous and resourceful 
ap­ 
proach to securing and developing 
new industries is often as essen­ 
tial as having basic economic ad­ 
vantages. 
New Industries 
"We 
know 
that 
present-day 
science is developing a number of 
industries based on new chemical 
processes. 
With some of these in­ 
dustries, location with relation to 
raw materials is less important 
because they require a minimum 
of raw materials. 
They’re based 
on patented processes and 
their 
success depends 
upon 
capable 
management and new methods of 
distribution or upon creating new 
markets. 
Some of them take the 
placo of already well-established 
products. 
An example of the lat­ 
ter group is Nylon, 
a 
coal 
tar 
product that will soon be used in 
hosiery manufacture to the prob­ 
able exclusion of silk and rayon. 
" I can’t stress too much the im­ 
portance of an energetic approach 
by local communities to this mat­ 
ter of securing 
new 
industries. 
For that in itself may often be the 
difference between the success or 
failure of a community on the in­ 
dustrial front.”

Workmen in the last 
few 
days 
have spent some 
time 
making 
soundings for water depths and 
this may have led to the wrong 
impression, he suggested. 
Lieut.-Col. H. 
W. 
Holcombe, 
district engineer for the war de­ 
partment. instructed 
that 
work 
should not be started 
until 
the 
engineer’s office has approved the 
plans and he 
also 
forwarded a 
ropy of the formal protest filed by 
the fish company through Escana­ 
ba attorneys. 
T h e 
fish 
dealers 
represent 
among other things that building 
of the dock will be detrimental to 
their private 
dockage, 
built at 
considerable 
expense; 
that 
the 
improvement is not necessary to 
the city and would not benefit any 
person or company for navigation

Superior Finns 
Are Divided On 
Russian Question 


Superior, 
Wis.— The 
Russian 
invasion of Finland has divided 
Superior Finns into two opposing 
camps. 
While all Finns here bemoaned 
the destruction w rought in 
their 
homeland by the Russians, Fin­ 
nish Communists sought to shift 
the responsibility for the 
holo­ 
caust. to the Finnish government, 
France and England. 
Finns affiliated with co-opera­ 
tive movements here were unani­ 
mous in their condemnation of the 
Soviet Union for an “ unjustifiable 
act of aggression.” 
Both groups agree that resist­ 
ance of the Russian invasion by 
Finland’s tiny army is futile and 
that peace at any price is better 
than death and destruction. 
Tile Communists contend that 
Russia has a right to seize Fin­ 
land's territory for its own 
de­ 
fense. 
They see tile former Fin­ 
nish government as a tool of Eng­ 
land and France in 
stirring

“ Primarily, the letters are for 
identification 
purposes,”

said, “ but there is a great deal 
more to it than that. Following a 
suggestion submitted by loading 
law’ enforcement, agencies, safety 
directors and traffic managers we 
determined to eliminate entirely 
all license plates bearing six or 
seven numbers, because

ing falsified and that some clubs’ 
affairs were in the hands of in­ 
competent individuals. 
Salaries Above Limits 
W hile 
hundreds 
of 
baseball 
men thronged the hotel headquar­ 
ters of the 
convention, 
milling 
through the lobbies and halls, the 
m inor leaguers 
took 
the 
show 
away from the m ajor league mag­ 
nates, who talked singly 
and 
in 
groups, 
but 
accomplished noth­ 
ing. 
In the meeting of the minors, 
attended by some 300 club repre­ 
sentatives, Bramham followed his 
declaration regarding the “ Black 
Sox Scandal,” which 
occurred 
in 
this same city exactly 
20 
years 
ago during a world series, by cit­ 
ing troublesome instances. 
“ We have a case before us now 
in which a club filed 14 contracts 
calling for salaries from $60 to 
$90 per month. 
We found that 
the players had not signed those 
contracts, hut that their names 
had been forged,” Bramham as­ 
serted. 
“ The contracts signed 
by 
the 
players called for salaries of $175 
to $250 per month and those were 
Hie salaries they drew, although 
those salaries put the club total

Bramham added that all offi­ 
cials of the club from the multi­ 
millionaire owner down 
to

manager, professed not

Then, to show th a t this was not 
an isolated contract mixup, Bram- 
hrftn said he heard

agency appeals from players last 
season and expected to handle at 
least 2,000 next year.

attendance of 18,500,000

th e past year, a new record, but 
that the figure probably should be 
half a million higher.

Price-Fixing Alleged 


Although counsel for some of 


the Chicago m i l k defendants 
raised the question in the appeal, 
the supreme court did not consid- 
er it because it was not on this 
ground that the lower court had 
quashed 
anti-trust indictments 


against 57 corporations, organiza- 
tions and individuals who were 
accused of conspiracy to fix prices 
and commit other illegel acts. 


The decision, by Chief Justice 


Hughes, 
dealt 
only with 
the 


question whether the defendants 
were exempted from 
the 
IS90 


anti-trust act by virtue of the 
agricultural marketing agreement 
act of 1937 and the Capper- 
Volstead aot of 1922, which per- 
mitted farmers 
to organize 
to 


market their crops. They claimed 
these laws gave the agriculture 
department control of crop mar- 
keting. 


The supreme court said that if 


a marketing agreement had actu- 
ally been in force between the 
milk dealers and producers and 
the secretary of agriculture from 
1935 to 1938, when the 
price- 


fixing conspiracy was alleged, this 
"would of course be a defense to 
a prosecution under the Sherman 
Act to the extent that the proce- 
cution sought 
to penalize what 


was thus validly agreed upon or 
directed by the secretary" but 
that "further than that the agri- 
cultural act does not go." 


There was no dissent from this 


opinion 
or 
from 
those dealing 


with labor. 


Labor Dispute Appealed 


Thurman Arnold, assistant at- 


torney general, declared the deci- 
sion enabled the justice depart- 
ment "to go ahead in prosecuting 
restraints of trade in agricultural 
products after having had its ac- 
tivities virtually suspended for a 
number of months." 


He said such cases "would be 


prosecuted as rapidly as 
funds 


and 
personnel 
are available", 


noting that "there is at present n 
demand from congress to investi- 
gate the milk situation in other 
cities." 


In the Newport News case a 


federal circuit court had sustained 
the portion of the labor board's 
order requiring the company to ;

tee" but had held that the com- 
pany need not withdraw recogni- 
tion of the committee as the col- 
lective bargaining agency. 
The 


labor board had acted on charges 
filed by the Industrial Union of 
Marine and Shipbuilding Workers 
(CIO). 


The supreme court noted that 


the lower court held that, "as the 
committee had operated to the ap- 
parent satisfaction 
of the em- 


ployes; as serious labor disputes 
had not occurred during its exist- 
ence: and as the men at an elec- 
tion held under the auspices of 
the committee had signified their 
desire for its 
continuance, 
it 


would be a proper medium" for 
collective bargaining, d e s p i t e 
some company union features. 


"The difficulty with the posi- 


tion." said the decision by Justice 
Roberts, "is that the provisions of 
the statute preclude such a dispo- 
sition of the case. The law pro- 
vides that an employe organiza- 
tion shall be free from interfer- 
ence or dominance by the employ- 
er."

Railways Handle 


Increased Traffic 


Without Trouble 


Lansing. — Railroad* of the 


United States this fall hare han- 
dled without congestion or serious 
car shortage the most precipitous 
increase in freight traffic on 
re- 


cord, the Michigan Railroads as- 
sociation announced this week. 


"With the cooperation of ship- 


pers and receivers of freight 
in 


bringing about the prompt 
load- 


ing and unloading of cars," the as- 
sociation reports, "the railroads 
have met this demand without dif- 
ficulty and they will continue to 
meet any 
future 
demands 
for 


transportation in the same way. 


"In 
the 
week of October 21, 


loading of revenue freight totaled 
861,198 cars, the greatest number 
loaded in any one 
week 
since 


1930. 
Since the middle of July, 


there has been a constant climb in 
freight traffic which in . August 
averaged 672,290 car loads week- 
ly. Compared with that average, 
the total for the week of October 
21 was an increase of 28 per cent, 
the greatest increase in loading on 
record in such a short period of 
time. 


"Early in the summer, it was 


estimated that on the basis of the 
then existing car supply, the rail- 
roads could handle an increase of 
25 per cent in traffic and if all the 
freight cars and locomotives 
in 


bad order were repaired, an in- 
crease of 50 per cent could 
be 


moved without difficulty. 
Load- 


ings for the week of October 21 
were equivalent to an increase of 
45 per cent above the early sum- 
mer level." 


"On September 19 the country's 


railroads were requested to take 
immediate steps to place their mo- 
tive power and cars in shape for 
any possible increase. Since that 
time the railroads hare greatly in- 
creased their repair forces 
and 


are actively restoring to service- 
able condition freight cars 
and 


locomotives in nee dof repair but 
which have not been needed up to 
this time. On the basis of incom- 
plete reports, it is estimated that 
approximately 
60,000 cars and 


200 locomotives so far have been 
repaired 
under 
the 
program 


adopted on September 19. 


"At the same time new equip- 


ment orders have been consider- 
ably stimulated. New freight cars 
actually placed in service or on 
order are expected to total at least 
65,000 in 1939. Also, 
railroads 


this year are expected to place in 
service or have on order a total of 
approximately 300 new 
locomo- 


tives. 


"With this new equipment, the 


repair of existing bad. order equip- 
ment now intensively under way, 
the great increase in 
operating 


efficiency which had taken place 
in recent years and with coopera- 
tion of shippers and receivers of 
freight, there is no question but 
that the railroads will be able to 
meet transportation demands re- 
gardless of their extent."

More extensive reforestation, 


resort development, fish and game 
planting, road building, zoning 
and efforts to attract new indus- 
tries were listed yesterday by Dr. 
Wendell Lund of Washington, 
D. C., as chief requisites for mak- 
ing the Upper Peninsula a better 
place in which to live. The form- 
er Escanaba resident, who is head 
of the educational division of the 
Farm 
Security Administration, 


presented this program at the 
meeting of the Kiwranis club yes- 
terday noon and the Lions club 
last evening. 


In his opening remarks, Dr. 


Lund told of the great impoverish- 
men'. of sections of the United 
States because of the destruction 
of soil through erosion and im- 
proper agricultural practices. De- 
pletion of the soil resources of the 
upper 
Peninsula 
has not been 


serious, he said, and the chief 
waste has been in the rapid cut- 
ting off of our timber supply. 


"I am confident, however, that 


there are certain things that can 
be done to make the Upper Penin- 
sula prosperous again," Dr. Lund 
said. "To begin with, we can re- 
store our trees. A start has been 
made in that direction in our na- 
tional and state forests. We have 
some of them in the upper penin- 
sula. More of that sort of thing 
needs to be done and on a private 
as well as a public basis. 


"Among our most valuable as- 


sets are our cool climate in the 
summer time, our hundreds of 
miles of lake shore, and our ad- 
vantageous location in relation to 
centers of heavy population. 
In 


fact, our recreational possibilities 
are excelled by few states in the 
union. The more I see of other 
parts of the country, the more I 
am convinced of what we can do 
up here in the field of recreation, 


Location Advantageous 


"Our location gives us tremen- 


dous advantage in attracting rec- 
reationists up here. We are just 
a convenient distance from the 
collossal 
Chicago area with its 


three and a half milion people, 
Detroit 
with 
its million and a 


half, Cleveland, Milwaukee, Tole- 
do, Indianapolis, to name only a 
few large cities that folks give 
their right arms to leave in the 
summer time. 


"We're just the right distance 


from them. 
Convenient but not 


too near. A day's drive and city 
dwellers can leave behind intoler- 
able 
heat, 
smoke, crowds, for 


trees, water sports, fishing and 
air that's cool and fresh. 


"But we'll have to do several 


things if we're really going to win 
and hold more of this business. 
We must restore our trees. Then 
we must restock our lakes and 


streams and replenish, our supply 
of 
wild 
game. 
Also, we must 


build more and better highways. 
We must cater to the comfort and 
convenience of our visitors. 
We 


must have better and more reas- 
onable hotel and tourist-home ac- 
commodations, improved camping 
sites, more hunting and fishing 
accommodations. 


Growing Industry 


"It's customary lor some to be- 


little the income that can come 
from recreation. They're so used 
to depending on heavy industries 
for our income up here, industries 
that employ hundreds of men and 
turn out a vast tonnage o£ prod- 
ucts, that it's hard for them to 
think in different terms. But let's 
not forget that the recreation in- 
dustry is an enormous one that's 
growing every day, and that only 
a very small part of it would give 
many people up here a good living 
the year round. 


"I have traveled over most of 


our country and have studied so- 
cial 
and 
economic problems of 


many other areas. It's my conclu- 
sion that our problems up here 
are no more serious than those 
confronting many other sections 
of the country. But we'll have to 
do what some of them are doing 
—think our problems through 
more than we've done in the past 
and lay out the sort of planned 
program that will conserve and 
rebuild what we have up here 
rather than continue to deplete it. 


"Another 
thing that can be 


done to rehabilitate the upper pe- 
ninsula is to develop new indus- 
tries up here. There are two im- 
portant factors that largely de- 
termine the location of industries 
in a community: first, economic 
advantages, and, second, local ini- 
tiative. 


Industrial Assets 


"The most significant economic 


advantages are favorable location 
with relation to essential raw ma- 
terials, adequate labor supply, 
cheap and dependable power, and 
economical transportation to mar- 
kets. 


"We should be able to attract 


more and more industries that 
process wood as our timber sup- 
ply is restored. As for labor sup- 
ply, I would say that we have as 
high as a class of labor for almost 
any type of industry as any sec- 
tion of the country. Power rates 
are not out of line with those In 
most other areas, and if additional 
power is needed, we have consid- 
erable power resources that can 
still be developed. Few parts of 
the country can compare with the 
upper peninsula in water trans- 
portation. The Great Lakes give 
us access to some of the largest 
population and distributing cen-

While our 
rail 
transportation 
is good, it 


would help if freight rates could 
be reduced below their present 
level. 


"I don't mean to paint too rosy 


a picture of our economic advan- 
tages up here because I know 
from 
observation and study in 


ither parts of the country that 
there are other areas with just as 
great, and even greater, natural 
advantages than we have up here. 
We may as well be realistic about 
this thing and recognize the as- 
sets of areas that will compete 
with us for industries. Some of 
them have supplies of raw mater- 
ials that we don't have and are 
closer to markets than we. 


"But I think our chance of com- 


peting on even terms can be great- 
ly enhanced it we make a maxi- 
mum use of what we have up here 
and then put forth more initiative 
than they in attracting industries. 
A vigorous and resourceful 
ap- 


proach to securing and developing 
new industries is often as essen- 
tial as having basic economic ad- 
vantages. 


New Industries 


"We 
know that present-day 


science is developing a number of 
industries based on new chemical 
processes. With some of these in- 
dustries, location with relation to 
raw materials is less important 
because they require a minimum 
of raw materials. 
They're based 


on patented processes and 
their 


success depends 
upon 
capable 


management and new methods of 
distribution or upon creating new 
markets. Some of them take the 
place of already well-established 
products. An example of the lat- 
ter group is Nylon, a coal tar 
product that will soon be used in 
hosiery manufacture to the prob- 
able exclusion of silk and rayon. 


"I can't stress too much the im- 


portance of an energetic approach 
by local communities to this mat- 
ter of securing new industries. 
For that in itself may often be the 
difference between the success or 
failure of a community on the in- 
dustrial front."

Athletes Proposed 


At Lansing 


Lansing. Dec. 4. {ff)—Plans 
for 


an interscholastic athletic 
acci- 


dent benefit fund will be present- 
ed to the Michigan High School 
Athletic association at its annual 
meeting here Friday. 


The plan would permit benefits 


ranging from two dollars for 
a 


cracked tooth to ?200 for loss of 
an eye. 


Charles E. Forsythe, state inter- 


scholastic athletics director, said 
the plan, if approved, would per- 
mit the schools to pay all or part 
of the costs of the fund, or to offer 
it as a service for which the stu- 
dents would pay a nominal sum. 
He emphasized that it was "not 
insurance," but merely a benefit 
plan. 


A special committee of the as- 


sociation has recommended a plan 
under which schools could join a 
voluntary mutual benefit- associa- 
tion by paying membership fees 
ranging from three dollars a year 
for class D schools to $15 a year 
for class A schools.
